The deoLsion in the matter ot the 


number of fire bosses the law con- 
templates and demands in the Export 
mine wall be interesting to the mining 
•world, but it will not be a conclusive 
•finding, nor yrill it establish, a fixed 
ratio of fire bosses to the number of 
employes. 


The number of Ore bosses necessary 


in a. nune depends largely upon the 
mine's condition, and not wholly upon 
the member of men working taarein, 
so laat each case must be considered 
separately. 


This much can b* said, In, a gen- 


eral ^ajr, that no operator ought to 
try to economize in any o£ the nec- 
essary means to prevent min-e disas- 
ters, bec-i-use not only do such aocl- 
dentis mean loss df .life, but they 
also mean loss of property; and if 
the operator is so heartless as to care 
little for the former, certainly the 
Jatter appeals to h'in as a business 
proposition.

"General Gourgaud informed me that 
ut the close of the battle of "Waterloo," 
says Dr. O'Meara, "when tbe chnrpx1 
made by the French had failed and tho 
English charged In their turn, a part of j 
the cavalry of the latter, with sonic 
tirailleurs Intermingled with them, ap- 
proached to within a hundred or n*hun- 
dred and fifty toises of the spot where 
the emperor was standing with only 
Soult, Drouot, Bertraud and himself. 
Close to tfaem was a small French bat- 
talion drawn up in a square. 
Napo- 


leon ordered <Sourga,ud to fare son:^ 
'Shots from two or tbree fit-Idpiecos 
•which belonged to the battalion to 
drive away the cavalry, which were 


- approaching nearer. This was put into 


execution, and one of thoae shots car- 
ried away the Marquis of Anglesea's 
leg. 
Napoleon then placed bimself

exclaiming, 'II faut mourlr icl, 11 faut 
momir sur le champ do batallle" (T 
must die here; I must die on the field 
ot tattle!') At this tirno the English 
tirailleurs were firing at them, am] 
they expected every moment to be' 
charged.
